Along Main street from the 
station to the Whittington Hotel, ev- 
ery building was demolished, and on 
the opposite side of the street, the 
plant of Swift & Co., a two-story 
rooming-house and cafe and other 
other business ‘buildings were razed. 
Over the splintered remains of these 
buildings and for blocks around the 
flaming gasoline was thrown, starting 
a score of fires. 

Not a window. in the city estaped 
the force of the explosion and ‘the en- 
tire population, sensing the disaster, 
hurried into the streets. 

Rescue parties quickly were or- 
ganized. Telegraph and telephone 
communication was severed’ for five 
hours and its was impossible to ob- 
tain ald from the outside world. 

Two hundred injured were being 
cared for tonight. It was feared some 
of them would die. 

While some of the dead had not 
been identified at midnight it was be- 
lieved all were townspeople and that 
the guests of the Whittington and 
Love Hotels and rooming-houses, all 
of which were destroyed, escaped.

The “bat- 
tle” of Aerschot, and a number of 
similar struggles before the occupa- 
tion of Brussels, seemed to the world 
at the time Belgian victories. The 
German advance was delayed by these 
skirmishes, people still believe. This 
is all utter nonsense. All the fight- 
ing the Belgian army did before the 
occupation of Brussels was a little 
skirmishing with cavalry detach- 
ments, that had forded the Meuse 
before the reduction of the Liege 
forts, and with a few brigades of Von 
Emmich's tenth and seventh corps. 
The mighty flood of 800,000 men 
which was to turn the allied left 
flank and overwhelm Paris was pre- 
paring, meanwhile, to move. Ger- 
many did nct mobilize until a day be- 
fore war began, and it took two weeks 
for even Germany to start such a 
host. When the army was ready, 
Von Kluck moved, and the Belgians 
were swept out of his path like so 
many leaves. there been no 
Belgian army there at all, the ad- 
vance of Von Kluck would not have 
been accelerated by a single day. The 
only chance the Belgians had to hold 
up the Germans at all was to hold 
the Liege forts until after the sched- 
ule time for the great advance to 
start, and this they did not do by 
several days. This statement of plain 
facts should not be stretched to cov- 
er the Belgian defense of Antwerp, 
which did have a real military value, 
because it kept the German ninth 
army busy for several weeks in Sep- 
tember and October when that army 
could have been of great help to the 
German right flank in Flanders. 

Now we come to the greatest myth 
of the western front, the myth of 
how the British army and the famous 
taxicab army of Paris, under Gen. 
Manoury, won the battle of the Marne 
by turning Von Kluck’s flank. Thie 
myth is so firmly established that I 
approach it with some. reluctance. 
But I have been over the battlefield 
of the Marne with an officer of the 
explained each 
phase of the battle, and it is per- 
fectly clear to anyone who will study 
the great series of actions 
stretched across from Paris to Verdun 
in those early September days, that 
the battle of the Marne was not won 
on the flank at all. It is even prob- 
able, if not almost certain, that the 
French would have won the battle if 
there had been no sixth army, al- 
though Von Kluck, had he been fool- 
ish enough, might have stormed jis 
way through the Paris forts into the 
city before he would have been 
forded to withdraw by the crumpling 
up of the armies to his left. 

How this myth got started is easy 
to see. The eyes of the whole world, 
during the fateful first week of Sep- 
tember, were focused on menaced 
Paris. Such correspondents as were 
at large in Paris when the battle be- 
gan got their news, such news as they 
did get, from the armies fighting 
near the capital. The forcing back 
of Von Kluck by the taxicab army, 
the swift British turn and plunge for- 
ward, were in this way made known 
to the world long before the signifi- 
cance of the fighting along the rest of 
the front was realized at all. 

Now, in skeleton form, here is what 
really happened in the Battle of the 
Marne. The German armies under 
Von Kluck, Von Buelow, Von Hausen. 
the Duke of Wurtemburg,.the Crown 
Prince and Prince Rupprecht of Ba- 
varia, were stretched across France 
from Paris to Nancy. From Nancy, 
a French salient stretched north- 
wards nearly to Verdun, which was 


bent backwards again until the line 
touched the Marne at Vitry le Fran- 
coils, from which it ran almost due 
west to Meaux, ten miles from Paris. 
The German plan was for Prince 
Rupprecht. with his Bavarians, to 
break througn the Nancy gap and 
join the Crown Prince coming down 
from the north, thus cutting off the 
French armies along the Meuse. This 
alone would insure disaster for Joffre, 
but to make the debacle complete 
Von Kluck was to envelop Gen. d’Es- 
perey’s fifth a and French's Rrit- 
ish army while the Duke of Wurtem- 
burg was to pierce the French cen- 
ter at Vitry. 
VON KLUCK’S MOVEMENT. 

When Von Kluck swerved to com- 
mence his enveloping movement, the 
taxicab army under Manoury fell on 
his flank, and he was compelled to 
fall back to Oureq., This, however, 
had been foreseen and provided 
against by the Germans. Von Kluck, 
should hie enemies make this obvi- 
ous move against him, was to fight a 
delaying battle, holding his ground 
at all costs until the battle was de- 
cided in the center and along the 
Meuse. If the French center broke. 
Von Kluck could simply wheel on his’ 
right flank, and the taxicab army 
must retreat into Paris or stand its 
ground and face annihilation a lit- 
tle later. Von Kluck carried out his 
part of the plan, and did not begin 
his rush north to the Aisne until the 
battle was lost elsewhere. The taxi-

‘Hausen defeated his right. In follow- 
ing up their successes, the two armies 
pressing in the French wings weak- 
ened their center. Foch was holding 
on to the southern rim of the plateau 
of Sezanne, and he had provided 
agai this contingency by holding 
back h reserves. He struck in the 
night, with all his might, in the cen- 
ter, and broke Von Buelow and Von 
Hausen apart. For two days he fought 
on two fronts. Knowing well that 
here was the key to the whole situa- 
tion, the Germans had placed the 
Prussian guard under Von Buelow. 
By the end of. the second ‘day, the 
guard was driven back into the fa- 
mous marshes of St. Gond, where 
Napoleon just a hundred years before 
had hurled another Prussian host. 
The Saxons, too, were forced back. 
Only headlong, if disciplined flight, 
saved the two beaten armies from an- 
nihilation. 

His left uficovered, Von Kluck also 
was forced to fly to the north. The 
correspondents in Paris found out that 
Von Kluck was retreating. Of the 
battle in the center they khew noth- 
ing. Foch had saved France, but the 
‘stories sent out in the next two or 
three days gave the credit to the 
wrong men and the wrong troops. And 
myths die hard. 

One of the most curious war myths 
is the sinking of the British battle 
cruiser Tiger by the German cruisers 
Blucher, Moltke, Derfflinger and Seyd- 
litz, during the engagement with Ad- 
miral Beatty’s flying squadron off the 
Dogger bank. Every one in Germany 
is positive the Tiger went down. Bye- 
witnesses are quoted. The 


Count von Reventlow, laugh every 
time they think of the Tiger. They 
are absolutely certain that the Tiger 
is at the bottom of the North Sea, 
they poke fun on all occasions at the 
British Admiralty for hiding its head 
im the sand, like an ostrich, trying to 
conceal what all the world can see. 
They could not be more certain that 
the Tiger sank if they had photo- 
graphs of her settling under the waves, 
as they have of the Audacious. 

Now I know that the Tiger was not 
sunk. I have talked to men on shore 
leave from the Tiger months after the 
battle. Germans to whom I mention 
this fact smile pityingly, and say, “Of 
course, you know they give the names 
of ships that are sunk to other ships 
just going into commission, so the

HONEST DELUSION. 

This is how the honest delusion that 
their ships sank the Tiger gained cur- 
rency in Germany. How many years 
it will take for the explanation to 
percolate into the Teutonic mind I 
dare not even estimate. The Blucher, | 
when the German cruisers sighted the 
smoke of Beatty’s squadron and began 
their headlong flight for the mine 
flelds of Helgoland. was soon left be- 
hind, because she was the slowest of 
the four ships. Coming under the 
fire of the 13.5-inch guns of the Lon 
and Tiger, the ships leading the Bri'- 
ish line, she was soon crippled and 
slowed down almost to a standstill. 
ships swept past her, let- 
ting her have their broadsides as they 
swept on after the newer and more 
powerful Germans. * 

The Blucher, as an experiment, had 
been fitted with masts of the type in 
use in the British navy. No other 
ship in the German service had them. 
And about the time that the action 
reached the stage I have described, 
with the British ships just passing the 
Blucher, four German sea-planes from 
Helgoland, apprized by wireless of 
the battle, appeared on the scene. 
They

The Bri official report of the 
battle tells the German airmen 
hurled bombs on the crews of de- 
stroyers trying to rescue men from 
the Blucher, struggling in the water 
after the {ill-fated German 
cruiser sank. This furnished texts for 
countless editorials in England about 
the barbarity of the Huns, who tried 


own comrades. The German offivial 
reports, and supplementary reports is- 
sued when British denials were made, 
give the positive testimony of the 
German aviators that they saw a Brit- 
ish battle cruiser sink. It is this testi- 
mony that has convinced the Teuton 
naval experts, who later found out that 
the Lion was still afloat, that the 
Tiger must have gone down. 

Consider the two official reports, and 


saw when they reached the scene of 
the battle. They saw the German fleet, 
ten miles away, tearing along at top 
speed. Directly underneath the sea- 
planes Was the British fleet, hastening 
after the flying foe. And, amid the 
battle smoke, there was a British 
cruiser, sinking! 
British, for she in the very midst 
of the British ips, miles from the 
German fleet, and her masts were of 
the British type. Even as the airmen 
watched, she turned on her side and 
went down. What more natural than 
to swoop down and drop bombs on

ers 


It is very simple to the neutral 
mind. The German aviators, of course, 
saw the Blucher sink, and, equally, of 
course, they assumed, as anyone would 
have assumed under the circum- 
stances, that it was a British cruiser. 
But neither Briton nor German tries 
to reason the matter out. Blinded 
with hate, each is sure the other Ad- 
miralty is deliberately lying, and that 
that is all there is to it. 

This article would not be complete 
without a mention of the famous 
Russian army myth in England last 
fall. This is thoroughly discredited 
even in England now, for the very 
good reason that no Russian troops 
ever appeared on the west front. But 
for weeks nine Englishmen out of 
ten believed that they had seen Rus- 
sian troop trains passing through the 
country, or if they had not seen them 
themselves, their friends had seen 
them, and seen Russian soldiers to 
boot. This myth was started by the 
appearance, in a Scottish port, of a 
Russian military mission from arch- 
angel, a number of officers with an 
escort of soldiers. As they passed 
through the country, hundreds of peo- 
ple saw them. Add to this the fact 
that during the early weeks of the war 
the British government ran all its 
troop trains with the blinds pulled 
down, preferably at night, and it 16 
easily seen how the forty or fifty Rus- 
Mans grew in a few days to 40,000 or 
50,000, and in two weeks into 200,000. 
So widespread was this myth that, 
despite official denials, it even gained 
wide credence in the United States.

Summary Execution Feared; 
Appeal to Washington. 


Called a Political Trap for ex- 
‘ Madero Senator. 


News of the arrest of Ignacio Gal- 
van, prominent broker of Mexico City 
and Senator during the Madero 
regime in the southern republic, by 
authorities of Mexico City, acting un- 
der orders from Gen. Venustiano Car- 
ranza, probably caused a greater etir 
in Los Angeles than it did in the me- 
tropolis of many atrests and execu- 
tions. When Mrs. Frank A. Stephen- 
son, wife of a prominent attorney of 
this city and sister of Senor Galvan, 
received the telegram telling of the 
seizure of her brother and his pos- 
sible execution, she immediately, 
through her husband, started the 
wheels of the international political 
machinery now operating between this 
country and Mexico. This activity, di- 
rected not only towards the Carranza 
officials of Southern California, but 
also towards Washington, may resu!t 
in a request from the United States 
that Senor Galvan be released pending 
a fair trial of his case. 

So far Mrs. Stephenson has received 
but meager details of the arrest and 
its cause.

UNIONITES THREATEN TO 


OF TRUSTEES. 


HE support of Los Angeles labor 
unions was sought yesterday by 
unfonite teamsters of Fullerton 
who are endeavoring to collect ridic- 
ulous sums for technical overtime by 
threatening to hold up important road 
work and have the members of the 
Fullerton Board of Trustees jailed for 
alleged laxity in enforcing the eight- 
hour law applying to public works—a 
laborite measure intended to make 
possible just such hold-ups, For having 
“worked” in most cases only a few 
minutes longer than eight hours the 
teamsters, who have been watching 
for this chance, are demanding $10 
for every instance of such “overtime.” 
If they do not get it they say the law 
will enable them to ‘soak” the trus- 
tees for not having more vigilantly 
“guarded their interests.” 
The Osborne & Cressly Construction 
Company has been building the new 
Brea Road in Fullerton. A few of 
their teamsters appeared in the com- 
pany offices with absurd demands for 
the days they had “worked overtime” 
and, being refused, took the matter 
to the trustees. When the case came 
up for hearing none of the complain- 


poenas for their appearance yester- 
day. It was discovered that their ab- 
sence was due to the fact that they 
had been in Los Angeles trying to se- 
cure the backing of local unionites. 

From their statements, these friends 
failed them at the crucial time and in- 
stead of appearing with facts and 
figures as to exact dates of overtime, 
the amount of hours worked on these 
occasions and similar data, they be- 
came badly tangled in their state- 
ments.

AFT ON EVILS | 
OF PROHIBITION. 


Declaring himself in favor of tem- the 


perance, former President Taft struck 
a blow at the intemperance of pro- 
posed prohibition in California at the 
closing banquet of the California Ho- 
tel Men's Association convention at 
Coronado. 

Let's have a system of local option 
where, in a community, they will sup- 
port the enforcement of law,” the ex- 
Président said to a gathering f the 
most prominent hotel owners and op- 
erators in the State. 

The distinguished speaker, who 
went to Coronado for a rest and to 
play golf, found himself surrounded 
at the banquet board Saturday night 
by the bonifaces of the State. He 
told the hotel men their's is a wonder- 
ful profession and one of the most im- 
portant in California by reason of the 
fact that so many thousands of per- 
sons come here annually. 


His declaration against prohibition, 
which already is mounting to the 
fore as the one big, live topic in Cal- 
ifornia, was haled with delight by the 
hotel men. His remarks on this ques- 
tion are. in full, as follows: 
“Tf did not mean to speak on any 
solemn subject tonight, but this morn- 
ing at the golf club, as we sat over 
our ‘horse’s necks.’ the question of 
prohibition came up. I presume that 
hotel men are interested in that ques- 
tion. I am very much interested. I 
don't drink anything myself, but I 
= a believer in moderation in every- 
thing. 

“IT believe in temperance, and what 
T want to avoid is that the men who 
do not believe in temperance and the 
men who are moderate in their views 
of everything should not be grbund 
between the top and the nether mill- 
stone of the extremes on both sides 
of that question; that the intolerance, 
that the tyranny, political and other- 
wise, of the saloon-keeper, the brewer, 
distiller infinence, the liquor dealers’ 
influence should not rouse the com- 
munity to a point of indignation where 
we should have the extremes of a 
community roused and insisting on 
adopting the passage of laws and the 
attempted enforcement of laws that 
could not in fact be enforced, and 
then leave us in a demoralized condi- 
tion where everybody knows that ev- 
erybody feels that the laws are not be- 
ing enforced. 

“Therefore, I am opposed to either 
saloon-keeper rule or to the extreme 
of prohibition. 

“Now, let's have a system of local 
option where in a community they 
will support the enforcement of law. 
“Let us deal with the matter in a 
common sense way. Let us deal with 
human nature as itt is. Understand 
what the conditions are and then 
adopt the laws to ameliorate them. 
Do not put a lot of laws on our statute 
books that we know in our hearts we 
can’t enforce—just an attempt to fool 
the people. 

“It is true that it is pretty hard to 
steer a medium line. It is pretty hard 
to recognize abuse and attempt to re- 
strain on the one hand and on the 
other, to use some remedy that is im- 
Possible and an extreme, and to at- 
tempt to enforce the same.”

ARDENS RETURN 
BIG DIVIDENDS. 


“Growing vegetables in the back 
yard often improves the interior of 
the home,” declared C. L. Schufeldt, 


gardening director of the Los Ange- 
les schools, in a lecture at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday afternoon. 
He pointed out that gardens in back 
yards made for cleanliness about a 
home, eliminating weeds, refuse and 
truck, and the same time lessens the 
cost of living to the extent of making 
purchases for interior house furnish- 
ings or necessities more easy. 

Director Schufeldt showed many 
colored slideg of both back and front 
yard gardens planted and maintained 
by school boys and girls. He er- 
plained the methods of interesting 
the children, telling of one boy who 
helped to support a widowed mother 
with his garden, which has out- 
grown the back and now in- 
cludes an adjoining vacant lot. He 
showed pictures Py a girl at work in 
a vegetable patch that is helping to 
pay for the home occupied by a semi- 
Invalid father, an employed mo 
and herself. 

“One boy made $410 0 far this 
year out of his garden, but he used 
unusual methods,” said Mr. Schu- 
feldt. “He planted corn, alfalfa, 
carrots and a few other vegetables 
good for feeding animals. Then ‘he 
persuaded his father to buy a cow. 
He had saved enough to buy chickens 
and ra@bbits and with these he pro- 
ceeded to pile up dividends through 
the feed he raised. Milk, chickens 
and rabbite brought rapid returns. 
Other boys and one or two girls also 
made over $200 each, in this manner. 

“Sticking strictly to vegetables and 
flowers, a number of the youngsters 
have been able to sell as hich as $200 
worth of garden truck, while all of 
them saved their families the cost of 
much necessary produce.” Ralph 
Harris, residing in the University dis- 
trict, has been given the distinction 
of having the best garden in the city 
back s.

SPEED LAWS REVISED TO 
TAKE IN SAN FERNANDO. 


‘Amendment Adopted Which Allows Twenty-five-mile 

Speed in San Fernando Valley, Bairdstown and Palms. 
Also Allows the Use of Open Mufflers in These Dis- 
trictse—S peed Limit Outside County Thirty Miles. 


PEED limits for motorists in the San Fernando Valley and recently- 
annexed sections of Los Angeles have been changed to comply with 
those holding at the present time in Los Angeles county. 

This step has been taken by the City Council following action taken by 
officials of the Automobile Club of Southern California and the club’s legal 
department, in behalf of the great number of touring parties now nn 
the splendid highways throughout the San Fernando district. 

It is now not necessary to keep the mufflers closed in that section of the 
valley recently annexed, although it is really a part of the city proper. Under 
the old law it was unlawful to use a muffler cut out anywhere in the city 
limits of Los Angeles. Now the San Fernando section is exempt. 

As pointed out by Secretary Mitchell of the Auto Club, the speed limits 
of the San Fernando Valley would have automatically fallen under the city 
law, and so in order to make the step legal an amendment was necessary. 
The valley boulevards are practically clear of obstructions and the curves 
are wide, making a more reasonable limit possible. 

The speed regulations have been amended so that now the motorist may 
ride at twenty-five miles an hour instead of twenty, as in the city under the 
law. This action by the City Council was taken after the matter was pre- 
sented by Councilman Conwell. The Auto Club deemed the action necessary 
because of the wonderful sweep of the valley and the length of the concrete 
and macadamized boulevards. 

As amended, the law now reads: “Any person who shall ride, drive or 
propel or who shall cause or permit to be ridden, driven or propelled any 
vehicle at a greater rate of speed than 25 (twenty-five) miles per hour in that 
portion of the city known as ‘Palms,’ ‘Bairdstown’ or San Fernando Valley,’ 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction therof shall 
be punishable as in this section provided.” 

Th Automobile Club of Southern California will take steps to mark the 
boundary lines with regulation sign posts warning motorists where the 
change in county, State and city speed regulations takes place. Confusion | 
will thus be avoided in the minds of many local motorists as well as the 
thousands of eastern visitors now touring in Southern California. 

For the reminding of the general public, the Auto Club yesterday re- 
announced that State speed limits are thirty miles per hour, but that this

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TIE IDEAL TOURING CAR. 


\ URING the coming year the pur- 
chasers of motor cars will be 
baffled by a maze of conflicting 

testimony in the way of manufac- 

turers’ advertisements, the salesmen’s 
claims as to just what constitutes the 
ideal type of car for his use. The 


godg will ensue, but, after 
all, the really basic factors will be 
Juite immutable, notwithstanding the 
laims to the contrary of manufac. 
turers of various.new types of motors. 

In the ideal touring car one ele- 
ment I believe is more important than 
any other, and that is the element of 
balance. Under this heading a great 
engineer described balan 
lows: “Perfect motor-car balance is 
a combination of weight property lo- 
cated and bearing a given relation to 
the other mechanical essentials of the 
car, The rear wheels must bear a 
sufficient proportion of the weight to 
enable them to drive the front wheels 
under all reasonable conditions. The 
of the entire sup- 
mass must be located suffi. 
clently ahead of the rear axle so that 
it exerts no lever action to cause skid- 
Ging. The center of gravity must be 
low enough so that any tendency to 

in going around corners will be 

ted. The center of gravity must 

not be so low that it gives a direct 
unyielding blow at the rear-wheel cen- 
ter. front axle should be thrown 
well ahead of the motor and, if pos- 
sible, the radiator, to prevent the front 
wheels from offering too much resist- 
ance to the driving of the rear wheels 
and to make steering easier. The 
weight should be kept as low as pos- 
sible on the front wheels. The mani- 
festation of this balance is ease of rid- 
ing and low tire and maintenance’ ex- 
pense. All of these points are incor- 
porated in the design of the well- 
car.” 

Analysing his statements, it would 
appear there must be a close relation 
between the weight distribution on the 
front wheels and the weight distribu- 
tion on the rear wheels. This explains 
why a great many manufacturers do 
not make unit power plants. That is 
why they segregate the transmission 
from the motor assembly. It is also 
why the transmission is not placed on 
the rear axle. It is to get a more even 
weight distribution. 

Foreigners have paid a great deal 
more attention to this point than 
Americans, with the result that there 
is practically no foreign car built with 
what is known as a unit power plant. 
It is this close attention to the smal 
details that has given the foreign car 
such wonderful riding qualities at 
high speeds. A few American manu- 
facturers have done the same, 
only too few, and e p 
buyer of the very finest car might do 
well to spend a considerable amount 
of time in looking into the balance of 
his car as a whole. In the design and 
construction of cars where the owner 
does not expect the last possible word 
in road balance, it is not necessary to 
pay so much attention to these things. 
For instance, if the maximum speed 
the car can attain is forty-five miles 
an hour, it is not particularly neces- 
sary to put racing-car pesfection of

SALT LAKE CITY, Sept. 27.—Gov. 
Spry today received direct from the 
Swedish Minister to the United States 
an appeal for a stay of execution in 
the case of Joseph Hilistrom, sen- 
tenced to be executed here Friday for 
the murder of a local grocer and his 
son, two years ago. The Swedish rep- 
resentative declared that Hillstrom Is 
a subject of Sweden and that he 
wishes to make an investigation of 
certain facts which have been pre- 
sented to him relative to the case. 

Sply tonight telegraphed a re- 
ply which, in substance, refuses any 
reprieve in the case unless there are 
presented to him facts which would 
warrant the belief that Hillstrom 
might not be guilty.

He has steadfastly refused to make 
known the name of the woman or 
assailant, declaring he was protect- 
ing her honor.

Former Soldier or Sailor Ranking 
in Examination with Non-service 
Applicant Must Have the Job, by 
Terms of Civil Service Provision 
New Charter. 


After two hours of debate on the 
question of allowing a preference of 
10 per cent. In civil service examina- 
tions in ‘favor of honorably discharged 
soldiers and sailors, the Board of 
Freeholders agreed last night by 


unanimous vote that the proposed 


charter shall require that when a 
soldier or sailor stands equal in his 
examination with another applicant, 
who has not been in the service, the 
former shall have the job. This was 
a compromise after a motion proposed 
by associated committees from the 
Grand Army of the Republic and the 
United Spanish War Veterans and the 
Army and Navy Bolo Club had been 
lost on a tie vote, as follows:

Noes—Locke, Gibbon, Graham, 


Haines and Johnson. 

Dr. Kellogg, representing the South- 
ern California Civil Service Associa- 
tion, spoke against the 10 per cent. 
preference proposal, asserting the bet 
ter element of the war veterans is 
opposed to it, and insisting that such 
a provision would work to the detri- 
ment of the public service. Capt. H. Z. 
Osborne took exception to these state- 
ments, arguing that a preference of 10 
per cent., would, in reality, mean no 
preference, but simply give a former 
soldier or sailor proper and just credit 
for training and experience gained in 
military service.
